The  first  railroad  in  Austria  was  the  Kaiser  Ferdinand  Nordbahn  which  opened  in  1837  and  ran 
from  Vienna  into  Czechoslovakia.  In  the  next  decade,  the  state  took  a hand  in  various 
railways,  including  the  famous  Semmering  Main  Line  in  1851  (over  the  mountains ) linking 
Vienna  to  Trieste  and  Italy.  It  was  then  reestablished  in  '1851,  after  changing  the  width 
of  the  tracks  and  installing  a double  track  to  permit  two-way  traffic . 

Today's  Austrian  Railway  system  does  not  compare  to  its  early  operation  conducted  with  a 
royal  and  imperial  air.  The  defeat  of  World  War  I lead  to  the  loss  of  lines  in  which  is 
now  Hungary,  Romania,  Poland,  Czechoslavakia,  Yugoslavia  and  Italy.  Furthermore,  Hitler’s 
Anschluss  in  1936  meant  further  degrading  of  the  Austrian  railways.

One  does  not  have  to  be  a master  engraver  to  appreciate  the  aesthetic  beauty  of  this 
coin,  nor  the  British  "Gothic  Crown",  or  the  "Una  and  the  Lion".  However,  surprisingly 
enough,  this  gold  coin  design  with  the  Queen's  hair  in  a knot  crowning  her  head,  was 
disliked  by  the  Portuguese  citizenry  and  nick-named  "Degolada"  (Beheaded  Queen  type). 
The  hairstyle  was  later  imitated  by  well-known  Parisian  coiffeur  < who  referred  to  it  as 
the  "Portuguese  Queen's  hairstyle" . 

Due  to  this,  of  only  1,265  pieces  struck,  most  were  melted  for  the  fuller  bust  (sub- 
sequent type)  and  different  hairstyle  issue  which  lasted  several  years  and  thus  making 


the  "Degolada"  an  extremely  rare  and  desirable  type.

All  of  these  early  series  coins  bear  the  legend  PLVSVLT  (or  some  variation 
of  it)  across  the  pillar  which  later  evo Ived  into  PLUS  ULTRA.  All  the  3 Reales  coins  bear 
the  assayer  nRn  from  Francisco  del  Rincon , first  assayer  and  foundryman  at  the  Mexico  City 
Mint , and  therefore  in  the  Americas.  The  cataloger  estimates  that  of  these  types  at  most 
4 to  a baker's  dozen  exist , depending  the  type  and  even  then  some  are  found  to  be  salvaged 
specimens.  It  appears  then,  that  their  great  degree  of  rarity  is  due  to:  (a)  few  had  been 
struck  when  the  decision  was  made  to  replace  them  for  the  4 Reales  denomination;  (b)  later 
with  the  4 Reales  denomination  being  used,  of  the  limited  number  made,  some  were  destroyed 
and  melted  in  order  to  avoid  confusion;  (c)  a good  portion  of  them  apparently  vanished  at 
sea.

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SIMON  BOLIVAR:  Saga  of  a Patriot 


The  drama  and  importance  of  Simon  Bolivar's  career,  as  the  "LIBERATOR" , has  added  significance  in  today's 
world  because  of  the  turmoil  that  now  engulfs  most  Latin  American  countries . His  struggle  against  the  imposing 
Monarchy  of  Spain  was  directed  primarily  to  the  establishment  of  a "Pan-American  Congress"  that  would  some- 
day structure  a Latin  America  --  composed  of  countries  together , striving  to  determine  a common  destiny.  He 
was  a dreamer  that  liberated  those  that  dared  not  to  dream! 

Bolivar  was  a product  of  the  upper  class  where  one  would  expect  to  find  the  majority  of  ardent  admir- 
ers of  the  Monarchy . However,  this  was  not  the  case.  In  fact,  he  recruited  from  that  source,  his  most  able  officers , 
who  led  the  armies  of  patriots  to  victory.  He  was  well  educated  and  a widower  by  age  20.  It  was  during  a 
trip  to  Europe,  to  get  over  the  despair  of  his  wife's  death,  that  he  vowed  to  free  his  country. 

While  visiting  Rome,  in  August  of  1805 , he  dropped  to  his  knees  and  proclaimed,  "I  swear  before  you,  I 
swear  by  the  God  of  my  forefathers , I swear  by  my  native  country  that  I shall  never  allow  my  hands  to  be  idle 
nor  my  soul  to  rest  until  I have  broken  these  shackles  which  chain  us  to  Spain!"  It  took  him  twenty  years 
to  accomplish  his  vow  --  and  he  lived  to  hear  the  thunder  in  his  ears  from  the  cheers  of  millions  of  his 
fellow  men  to  whom  he  brought  freedom.

Venezuela,  his  native  country , was  the  first  to  take  the  step  in  the  direction  of  South  American  inde- 
pendence. That  initial  step  was  promptly  followed  by  many  of  the  capitols  in  the  Spanish  Colonies.  The  flame 

of  freedom  had  been  ignited!  But,  it  was  from  Car- 
tagena in  Nueva  Granada  that  Simon  Bolivar  was  to 
initiate  his  quest. 


At  Cartagena  he  roused  the  citizenry  with  a 
manifesto  proclaiming  - liberty  to  all!  His  first 
conquest  was  at  a small  village  named  "TENERIFE" 
and  entered  triumphantly  in  CARACAS  on  August 
6,  1813.  Caracas  gave  him  a thunderous  welcome  and  for  the 
first  time  Bolivar  heard  the  appelation  that  was  to 
be  his  from  that  day  - "Viva  el  Libertador!"  But  dark 
clouds  were  soon  to  gather  and  Bolivar  suffered  a 
major  defeat  at  La  Puerta.  His  forces  were  routed 
and  he  was  forced  to  return  to  Cartagena  on  September 
25,  1814,  the  very  place  where  he  had  started.  He  later 
sailed  into  exile  on  May  8,  1815  and  landed  in  Jam- 
aica. 

It  was  to  be,  that  from  Haiti  on  May  16,  1816 
Simon  Bolivar  and  a small  band  of  men  (about  250)  landed 
his  Flotilla  on  the  small  island  of  Margarita.  At 
Asuncion , a little  town  on  the  island,  Bolivar  was 
proclaimed  Supreme  Chief  of  Venezuela.  From  this 
early  beginning  the  liberation  process  again  took 
form.  The  first  incursion,  to  free  Venezuela,  was 
to  be  an  attack  on  the  Spaniards  at  Bogota!  On  May 
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26,  1819  Bolivar  and  hio  men  began  their  great  march,  from  the  village  of  Mantecal. 

fought  and  the  cost  of  human  lives  was  horrendous,  but  at  last  the  motley  squads  of  dirty 
in  Bogota.  For  this  feat,  Bolivar  uas  named  President  of  Colombia  - the  name  given 
vast  republic.  It  comprised  Venezuela,  New  Granada  and  the  territory  to  the  south 
known  today  as  Ecuador. 


The  battles  were  hard 
and  unkempt  men  arrived 
to  an  entirely  new  and 
then  known  as  Quito  - and 


Having  freed  Venezuela  and  New  Granada,  he  was  determined  to  bring  freedom  to  Quito  and  Peru.  He  set 
out  from  Bogota  on  December  13,  1821.  The  difficulties  before  him  were  like  those  of  his  great  march  over 
the  Andes,  and  to  make  matters  worse,  right  in  his  path  was  also  the  city  of  Pastoj  whose  inhabitants  were 
fanatically  loyal  to  the  king  of  Spain.  Bolivar  was  not  to  enter  Quito  until  June  16,  1822  - and  that  was 
three  weeks  after  Antonio  Jose  Sucre,  his  trusted  Lieutenant  had  his  triumphant  victory  over  Quito.  By  this 
time  Bolivar  had  to  his  credit,  achievements  that  few  men  in  history  were  ever  able  to  attain.  He  had  given 
liberty  to  his  native  land  and  two  other  countries  as  well! 


Beyond  lies  Peru,  where  Spanish  armies  were  to  be  faced  and  liberty  brought  to  a land  three  times  as 
large  as  those  which  he  had  already  brought  freedom.  At  Guayaquil,  Bolivar  met  General  Jose  de  San  Martin, 
the  liberator  of  Argentina  and  Chile  and  convinced  San  Martin  to  let  him  free  Peru.  His  ambition,  after  all, 
was  not  only  to  liberate  his  native  land  but  as  much  of  South  America  as  possible.  With  head  held  high  and 
glory  undimmed,  Jose  de  San  Martin  departed  from  Peru,  leaving  her  liberation  to  Simon  Bolivar.  On  September 
1,  1822,  Bolivar  started  his  southward  march  from  Guayaquil  to  Peru  - dreaming  eagerly  of  dazzling  glory. 
Except  for  an  annoying  return  to  Pasto,  to  battle  anew  the  Pastusos , his  trek  to  Peru  was  again  resumed  by 
sea,  on  August  7,  1823. 

Simon  Bolivar  was  not  to  taste  victory  at  Ay acucho  himself , because  of  problems  with  his  Colombian  Con- 
gress. They  withdrew  from  him  the  special  authority  in  civil  and  military  affairs.  Rage  siezes  his  troops. 
On  the  eve  of  the  greatest  battle  of  the  wars  for  South  American  independence , a battle  that  had  to  be  fought 
without  him,  he  turned  over  the  supreme  command  to  Sucre.  Thereafter  he  departed  for  Lima.  The  battles  of 
Ay acucho , most  famous  of  all  battles  in  South  America,  was  won  by  Antonio  Jose  Sucre j a Venezuelan  fighting 
many  miles  away  from  his  native  country  and  under  the  guidance  of  Simon  Bolivar  - another  Venezuelan.  Bol- 
ivar has  now  liberated  four  countries , his  native  Venezuela,  New  Granada,  Quito  and  Peru.  It  does  not  seem 
to  be  enough,  and  soon  he  seeks  the  fifth  crown  to  his  life's  work. 

Bolivar  convenes  an  assembly  at  Chuquisaca,  the  principal  town  in  Southern  Peru.  They  immediately  de- 
clare that  land  a free  and  independent  Republic  with  the  title  "BOLIVIA"  - a word  derived  from  the  name  of 
its  Liberator . Thus,  twenty  years  after  vowing  on  the  Monte  Saaro  in  Rome  to  bring  freedom  to  Spanish  Amer- 
ica, this  restless  son  of  Venezuela  has  earned  the  title,  "Liberator  of  Venezuela,  New  Granada,  Ecuador  and 
Peru,  and  Founder  of  Bolivia! " 


Years  later,  attempts  were  made  on  his  life  and  as  his  health  ebbed,  Bolivar  saw  the  lands  to  which  he 
had  brought  independence  relapsing  into  disunion  and  chaos.  Simon  Bolivar  was  a dying  man.  His  life's  work 
was  a dying  thing,  and  the  hand  of  death  was  chilling  him  to  the  marrow.  On  the  tenth  of  December  1830 
the  last  rites  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  were  administered  - to  an  old  broken  man  at  merely  age  forty-seven! 

On  December  17,  1830  he  drew  his  last  breath. 
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
